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Winners of the ICC Cricket World Cup trophy for a record four 
times, in 1 987, 1 999, 2003 and 2007, Australia will be hoping to 
better its own achievement by winning the 201 1 trophy.

Cricket fever in India exploded after it won the ICC Cricket World 
Cup in 1983, when 'Kapil's Devils' convincingly defeated the 
previously invincible West Indies by 43 runs in the final at Lord's. 
It is the only time that India has won the event to date, but it did 
finish as runners-up at the 2003 event. Underthe able captaincy 
of MS Dhoni, who led the side to victory in the inaugural ICC 
World Twenty20 in 2007, the number-one ranked Test team in 
the world could very well lay its claim on the 201 1 trophy. The 
team boasts of a strong batting line-up including maestro 
Sachin Tendulkar, Virender Sehwag and Yuvraj Singh, while 
bowlers Harbhajan Singh and Zaheer Khan will be relied upon 
for wickets.

Kandy is sometimes referred to as the only other ’city’ in Sri Lanka, other than 
Colombo. The easy-going capital of the Hill Country has a lot to offer - history, 
culture, forested hills and a touch of urban buzz. Only 115Km inland from the 
capital, climatically it is a world away due to its 500m altitude. Kandy served as the 
capital of the last Sinhalese kingdom, which fell to the British in 1 81 5 after defying 
the Portuguese and Dutch for three centuries. 

The Pallekele International Cricket Stadium in Kandy is a fairly recent 
establishment, having been set up in 2009 with a capacity of 26,000 fans in 
preparation for the World Cup 201 1 . The stadium is scheduled to commence its 
World Cup activity with a high profile clash between New Zealand and Pakistan on 
March 8, 2011. 



The commercial city of Hambantota is located in the south of Sri Lanka and is 
famous for its sandy beaches and the easy access it allows for the nearby Bundala 
and Yala National Parks. Currently, Hambantota is undergoing massive 
infrastructural development, with an international airport among other facilities 
coming up. 

The Suriyawewa International Cricket Stadium is being constructed about 8Km 
from the city, and is scheduled to be completed by October 201 0, in preparation for 
the World Cup. The stadium is being equipped with floodlights, and will see World 
Cup action when Sri Lanka takes on Canada on February 20, 201 1 .

So, if your team is any one of the top four teams in the group 
it is playing in, it will be in the Quarter Finals.
